five-point program submitted by 
President Truman to aid small 
businessmen drew high praise to- 
day from Senate Democrats—and 
sharp

Wherry (R.-Neb.) 


The program, sent to Congress 


in a special message late yester- 
day, calls for government insur- 
ance of loans to small business 
and for creation of investment 
companies to make long term 
loans. 
It got a cool reception in New 


York banking circles. There was 
no 
immediate 
comment 
from 


small business groups. 


Senators Lucas (0.-IH), May- 
ban (D.-S. C), and iSparkman 
(D,-Ala ), who were informed in 
advance of the President's pro- 
posals, called them sound and 
constructive. 


They said they would push for 


action at this session of Congress, 
Maybank, chairman of the Bank- 
ing Committee, promised to start 
hearings on the proposals not 
later than June 1. 
Senator Humphrey (D.-Minn,), 


a member of the new special Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee, 
said 
Mr. 
Truman's 
program 


"charts a course of action that 
has long been needed and that 
will offer hope and incentive to 
the American economy." 


But'Wherry, the Senate Repub- 
lican leader, said small business- 
men wnnt less government spend- 
ing, lower taxes and less interfer- 
ence by government In their busi- 
ness, 


"Mr. Truman's five point pro- 


gram for putting the government 
in business shows that the Presi- 
dent is still as far from under- 
standing the problems of small 
business as he was last year in 
asking a return to price control!," 
Wherry said in a statement, 


Five Proposal! 


The president'! five proposals 
are:1, Legislation to provide for the 
insurance on a self-sustaining bas* 
is of bank loan* up to $25,000 re- 
payable within five years. The 
president said the great bulk of 
such 
loans would probably be 


under $3,000 but the authority 
should not be limited to that fig- 
ure. 


2, Authorizing the government 
to promote and charter national 
investment companies to provide 
equity capital and long-term loans 
for efficiently managed businesses 
unable to finance themselves on 
reasonable terms through the or- 
ganized security markets, 
(These would be placed under 


federal reserve supervision and 
would be established and owned 
by private, investors and institu- 
tions, The government, as In the 
case of national banks and federal 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations 


would enforce observance of sound 
financial practices,)

Teacher Shortage 


May Reach 4,000 


Educator Says Condition 


Means Drawbacks for 


Whole Nation 


New York, May 6 (3V-A de- 


cline in the Quality of New York 
state teaching was forseen today 
as the result of a threatened state 
teacher shortage of 3,000 to 4,000 
next fall. 


The prediction was made fey 


James A. Cullen, a Mowit Vernon, 
N. Y., high school teacher who is 
state director of the National 
Education Association. 
It came yesterday after the re- 
lease of a national report on 
school conditions that forecast a 
nation-wide teacher shortage of 
75,000. 


Cullen said the state'* share in 
the shortage would be about 600 
high school instructors with the 
balance in the elementary grades. 
It will result, he sftid, in hiring 


poorly-trained substitutes, enlarg- 
ing classes beyond their most effi- 
cient size, and shifting some high 
school teachers to 
elementary 
work, which requires different 
training. 


In some cases, he said, schools 


will have to go on a naif-time 
schedule in order to ration the 
teacher supply. 
Cullen saW the only solution 


was a long-term one—making the 
profession more attractive by cut- 
ting down overwork and raising 
pay standards, 


"Wo must improve the salnry 
schedule In New York stnle with 
the maximum at $6,000 in many

7 Die, Damage Is High 
In Midwest Tornado 


(By The Associated Presi) 


An early storm, powered by 


tornadic winds, slashed a path ot 
destruction across the midwest 
yesterday. 
Seven persons were 


killed and scores injured. 


Property damage across a nine- 


state area was expected to mount 
into the millions of dollars. 


The 
violent 
winds — which 


reached gusts of 100 miles an 
hour in some areas—battered the 
weather-weary 
n o r t h 
central 


states all day and into the night. 
Tornadoes struck at two areas in 
Minnesota. 
There was snow, rain, hail and 


blinding 
dust, 
Flood 
waters 


plafjuea some sections, 
A huge 


low pressure area extended over 
the entire north central part of 
the nation, 


The intense storm was over 
northern Minnesota eariy today. 
High winds continued over most 
of the midwest 
hut the U. S, 


Weather Bureau said they would 
diminish 
during the dny. The 


storm moderated 
as it moved 


northeastward into Indiana, Mich- 
igan and Ohio, 
, 
There was widespread damage 
to homes, business buildings, auto- 
mobiles, power lines, poles and 
signs. Livestock losses were heavy 
in some states. 


'Three Die in Storm 


Three persons lost their lives In 


the storm which swept over Iowa. 
Two were Wiled, in Wisconsin and 
one each in Nebraska and Texas, 
The 
strong winds whipped 


freshly fallen snow across the 
western prairie lands of the Dako- 
tas and Nebraska. Same six inches 
blanketed central and western 
Nebraska early in the day. 


Tho winds of hurricane force ex- 
tended through the IDakotas, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri. Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
.Texas and Oklahoma, were "about 


back to normal'* after Thursday 
night's tornadoes which killed one 
person and injured several others. 
Tornadic winds also struck Kan- 
gas Thursday night, injuring 52. 


Temperatures behind the storm 
were cool, with readings in the 
30's in the western plains, In con- 
trast, sultry, hot spring weather 
wag the rule on the advance edge 
of the low pressure area. 


The wind storm struck with 
violent fury at the twin ports of 
Duluth, Mmn., and Superior, Wis,, 
on Lake Superior. 


There was much damage to 


buildings. Trees were uprooted, 
power lines snapped and plate 
glass windows caved in by the 88 
MPR winds. At least two homes 
in Duluth were demolished. The 
damage in Superior alone was es- 
timated at several million dollars. 


100 Mile Winds 


The weather bureau reported 
gusts of more than 100 MPH at 
Green Bay, Wis, and several sta- 
tions in Iowa said winds were over 
80 MPH, and 90 MPH in some sec- 
tions, Including DCS Moines. 


Twelve persons were injured, 


two critically, by tornadic winds 
which ripped near Horton, Kons. 
There was heavy livestock losses 
and damage to farm homes. 


Snowplows 
were 
hauled 
out 
again in the Dakotas. There was 
nine inches of slushy snow in 
western South Dakota, 


Flood waters threatened Crooks- 
ton, Mtnn., and Grand Forks, 
N. D, The Red Cross evacuated 
scores of families at Crookston as 
the Red Lake river rose to 22.2 
feet, nearly six feet above flood 
stage, Grand Forks faced a new 
flood threat from the Rod river 
after 24 hours of rain and snow. 
Flre, fanned by the hiRh winds, 


destroyed 2,000 sheep nntl a large 
feeding harn at the St. Joseph, 
Mo,, stockyards. 
Loss was esti- 


mated at $105,000 by a stoek- 
yarU» company official.

toxic effects of the smoke to the 
fact that a number of wooden 
slats coated with point and lac- 
quer were among the materials 
which burned. 


The flre was discovered short- 


ly before 8 p, m. by market em- 
ployee, who detected smoke in 
the back room. They reported to 
Arthur T. Webster, store man- 
ager, who drove to the Central 
Fire Station a block away and 
gave the alarm. 


Chief Murphy said the smoke 


apparently did not enter the 
main portion of the store, and 
many of the customers were not 
awara of the flre until flre fight- 
ing apparatus arrived.

are being taught in relation to everyday life. 


Exponents of a purely classical education 


for the members of either sex are becoming 
fewer In number as time goes on. Such an 
education has great value in its provision of 
a cultural background and in the mental 
discipline involved. Many girls, however, 
are not primarily studious by nature, and do 
not plan to go on to graduate work. For 
such individuals, knowledge of the practical 
aspects of their academic work is sure to 
prove valuable after graduation. 


DISAPPEARING SPONGE 


There are no statistics telling how many 


persons, faced with the need to undergo an 
operation, work themselves into a itew of 
worry over the possibility that the surgeon, 
in a moment of forgetfulnesi, wW sew his 
patient up leaving a sponge or two Inside. It 
is a fair guess that this mishap occurs more 
frequently in light fiction than in ml We. 


Whatever this peculiar accident rate may 


be, however, the Deptulment of Agriculture 
has an answer. It has developed a surgical 
sponge made from corn starch, which can 
safely be left Inside an Incision because the 
body will absorb It, with no harm done. 


SPINACH, PRO OR CON 


Will spinach come back? Some years ago 


parents ati over the country developed their 
Ingenuity by thinking up ways to get the 
requisite amount of the green stuff into their 
offspring. The comic strip character Pop- 
eye and other noble example were died as 
proofs of its virtues. Then came a bitter 
awakening. Dietetic science discovered that 
spinach, as usually served, lacked the essen- 
tial vitamins it was supposed to contain. All 
this family labor appeared to have been 
wasted. 


Now efforts are being made to learn the 


real facts. The Cornell IJhlverslty of Home 
Economics has put seven student volunteers 
on a spinach diet. Under the test, to last 
three months, spinach is the main course* at 
breakfast and dinner, supplemented with a 
few extra items. No eating between meals— 
unless it be spinach. 


Results wilt be Interesting. But .isn't all

CATCHING PERJURERS 


One result of various investigations In Con- 


gress in the last few years has been the con- 
viction of a number of persons for perjury, 
based on accusations of lying In sworn testi- 
mony before Congressional 
committees. 


Perjury trials generally have been rare in 
all of our courts. Now a number of Widely 
known individuals have been found guilty of 
It and imprisoned. This leads the observer 
to wonder how many others perjure them- 
selves before committees, In court or else- 
where, and get away with it. 


The commission of perjury should be as 


rare as might be presumed from the rarity 
of perjury arrests and convictions-r-or rarer. 
It is one of the most vicious of crimes. The 
perjurer undermines the democratic pro- 
cesses with which he comes Jn contact, and 
may cause incalculable and irreparable 
injury to innocent persons, while often mak-

THE REAL "BED HERRING" 


While we are all so excited about foreign affairs 


and Washington investigations, Congress goes right 
on spending money. The Hoover proposals to or- 
ganize the administration, which were received 
with so much enthusiasm and' seemed- to have the 
approval of President Truman, are blocked. Tru- 
man gave Hoover lip service but killed the plans. 
They would have saved some money, and the pres- 
ent crop of politicians does not want to savg money, 


It is difficult to understand why we have a 


budget at all. The very nature of a budgot Is that 
it Is a balanced document. The outgo is related 
to the income. Senator Harry P. Byrd, speaking 
before the American Academy of Policftl Science, 
made this statement. • 
". . .In the five fiscal years President Truman 
has been In office the budget has been balanced 
twice and both of these occasions were during the 
80th Congress. 
In 1947 there was a surplus of 


nearly $1 billion. In 1948 there was a surplus of 
$8% billion, For the coming yean beginning July 
5, ho does not even go through the formality of 
proposing a balanced budget, with or without ad- 
ditional taxes. In fact — in his Budget Message, in 
his Economic Report, and in his Tax Message— < 
the President has advised Congress three times 
since Janunry 1 against balancing hls,J951 Budget. 
From his record it would appear that he not only 
tolerates deficit spending but, in effect, he also 
recommends It. 
'The President is BOW urging upon Congress the 
adoption of a budgot for the coming fiscal year 
more than $$ billion in excess of the 1948 total. 
He calls this H 'tight budget' nnd soys that deficit 
spending ho now recommends Is a 'temporary' con- 
dition; he is resisting any reductions by Con* 


Then the senator nuked: How long Is tem- 
porary? 
That Is a startling question when one 


rcnllxcs that our present "temporary" situation is 
17 yea-i old. 
Actually, this Is supposed to be « your of great 
prosperity, with the largest natkmnl Income we 
have evar had. Jf w? cannot balance our budget In 
such a year, in what kind of n ycur can we do itt 
The fact of the matter must be that the people 


of this country have lost their sense of proportion. 
We have been spending profligately for so long a 
period that we have become accustomed to spend- 
ing away our heritage. Were it otherwise, Senator 
Byrd would not be such it lonesome figure in the 
Congress. 
The 81st Congress produces the sorry spectacle 


of a union of Democrats and Republicans on spend- 
ing, with a few exceptions — so few, that each one 
it notable. The representatives of the people In 
Congress respond to public pressures, Were our 
people economy-minded, our Congress would be 
economy-minded. 
In this' same speech, Senator Byrd emphasized 
that the increased spending- is for domestic, not 
foreign, purposes. He said: 
"I have suggested how the budget can M Bal- 
anced in an outline detailing expenditures totaling 
•$36 billion. This program in detail has been pre- 
sented to the Senate. 
"A $36 billion budget would be $2 billion more 


than the budget of 1948, which was balanced by 
the 80th Congress, whereas in comparison with 
1048 figures the President now proposes to increase 
expenditures by over $8 billion, more than half of 
which — I say with emphasis — Would be 1n domestic- 
civilian expenditures unrelated in all respects to 
wars or rumors of wars. In this period of less than 
two years what hns developed on the home front 
horizon to justify an iiwroase in domestic-civilian 
expenditures of nearly 100 per cent?" 
In a word, the Administration wants to spend 
•nd seeks for ways to spend. The Point Four pro- 
gram can amply be covered, if it is at all necessary, 
by existing lending institutions already fully pro- 
vided with dollars. 
Yet, hero is another channel 
tnrough which our money is to be scattered over 
the Earth — the Point Four program, 
So much happens so quickly these 'days that the 
course of events is the real Red Herring that mis- 
leads us. While public attantion is concentrated 
upon some fascinating, spectacular-event, Congress 
moves along spending money. The people are an- 
noyed a few times' a year when taxes are to be 
paid; then they forget that it is the public purse 
that makes or breaks a nation.
